Activities of Eugene DOLLMAN 



1* The followir^ information relative to the activities of Eugento 
DOLEMAN was supplied to the CL ZJ Mission by £ Z± This 
Mission is unable to evaluate toe oat, a. 

2* Carlo^HOQCHI, an informant of Mr* CharlsU^Sirigusa, narcotics agent 
attached to the U* S. Babas*? in Rone, informed Mr. Sireguaa during 
March 1# 2 that EugeaqlbOLLMAN was willing to assist in the develop- 
mnt of a narcotics investigation* ROCCHI reported at that tine that 
DOLLMAN wgs residing at Innsbruck and was unable, because of .his war 
record, to recoup his finances* He allegedly lived on gifts of money 
fro* former Nazis living in Oenuny gki Austria* DOELKAN clained to 
have mxerous contacts in Vienna and alleged that the oaHlMi novenent 
in that city was financing its activities with proceeds from sales of 
cocaine* In view of his poor financial condition, DOLLMAI desired to 
be paid f <r his services in any narcotics investigation* 



3* According to ROCCHI, DOLLMAN "until recently" w*a permitted to reside 
in Italy «nd had obtained Italian citizenship* At an unknown date toe 
was not lead by certain Commiet elements in Rone while attending the 
cinema anl was rescued by the police from a threatening nob* He was 
thereafter given an Italian passport and escorted to the Austrian 
frontier* 

L* ROCCHI has ^ore recently infonaed Siragusa that representatives of 
Life magazine have been negotiating 'with DO LIMAN relative to certain 
alleged secret files of Adolf Hitler. According to ROCCHI, an 
acquaintenoe of DOLLMAN, a former officer of the German Army 
(unidentified), knows the location in Austria of these files* 

DOLLMAN wished to arrange their sale* 

5* During the visit to Europe of Mr* Tre^SONDERN, an editor of 
Readers Digest , Siragusa spoke to him concerning ROCCHI *s story 
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and Introduced hi* to ROCCHI. SOKDBRN's superiors allegedly told bln 
not to touch the natter, but before his departure from Europe he 
introduced RDOCHI to Kr^OlBBS (fhu) of the Paris Bureau of Life * 

6* On 20 August 19$ 2 ROCCHI returned to Row from Madrid, where DOLLMAN 
is reportedly lining at present* ROCCHI stated that he had introduced 
GIBBS to DOILMAN and the latter had confirmed to GIBBS that he and bis 
confederate would sell the Hitler p«»rs to Life * Tentative arrange- 
ments ware allegedly made for DGUMIN to return to Salaburg fro* Madrid 
in late September or early October 1952* GIBBS and makers of his 
staff ware to be present when the cache of documents was opened* 
According to ROCCHI, Life would pay $$00,000 If the papers were what 
they ware purported to te, and would pay $1,000,000 (sic) if they 
contained any letter from Hitler to Stalin proposing a asperate peace 
between Germany end the USSR* DOUMAN has asserted that such a letter 
is included wong the Hitler papers. 

7* ttiile ROCCHI and GIBBS pare in Madrid, DOLLMAN allegedly introduced 
GIBBS to Father ConracU?flE HAMBtRO. This individual, described as 
a former German captain of paratroops and now a Roman Catholic 
priest, is allegedly a political advisor to General Francesco Franco* 
DOLLMAN also introduced GIBBS to Ottd*SfeRZENI, who reportedly uses 
the nane OtWH?TKLWBADER in running his import-export business in 
Madrid. Life is said to be preparing stories on both DE HAMBURG and 
SBORZntr* 

8* Siragusa has never contacted DOILMAN relative to sales of cocaine by 
neoHUsis in Vienna* 

9* Carlo ROCCHI is, according to Sirius a, an Informant of the Italian 
C/3, and has furnished that service information leading to the 
selsure of hidden arms and Munition. Information furnished by 
him to Siragusa has resulted in several seizures of heroin* 
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
